In order to obtain 250 grararos of butter or sane 
flour people spent usually 12 hours in the queues. At the same time 
in the small towns in the Ukraine, there was a great shortage of 
bread.. ;.2anufacturcd goods one could obtain mainly "PC BLATU" (in 
an illegal wry). In particular there vas y a groat shortage of wool* 

In GORKI Y and in STALH'TOIUiB the situation was much worse 
than in KIEV.
